aiwan has total area 35,960 square 


kilometers. High mountains stretch from 
north south covering all the eastern and 
large part the central regions the island. 
Over per cent the total land area 
mountainous and little value for agricultural 
‘uses. Only the western part plain land with 
fertile soil. this plain land, 870,632 hectares 
per cent the total land area 
tivated. Among this cultivated land 530,632

The most important farm crop Taiwan 
rice, for which more than per cent the 
total cultivated land being used.

1949. did this with the active co-operation 
and assistance the American Joint 
Commission Rural Reconstruction. 

Under the rent reduction program 
mum rent payment fixed 37.5 per cent 
the annual main crop yield the farm. 
However, must make clear that our scheme 
has nothing with actual harvest. 
fixed standard yield for each grade land 
advance. Taiwan have complete set 
land cadastral records which classify all 
farmlands into grades according 
soil fertility and productivity. This enables the 
land commission each locality figure out 
their standard yields. With the standard yields 
clearly fixed, it, simple matter find out 
how much rent tract land should pay ac- 
cording the new reduction rate. Let 
give you illustration. Suppose there 
tenant who rented one hectare fifth grade 
paddy field. Its standard yield fixed 10,- 
000 catties rice. Formerly the tenant had 
pay per cent 5,000 catties his rice 
crop his landlord. Under the 
program pays more than 37.5 per cent 
3,750 catties regardless whatever amount 
actually harvested. 

The results Taiwan rent reduction pro- 
gram can explained several ways. the 
first place, the tenants’ income has been: in- 
creased. Previously, few tenants could fill 
their daily rice bowls. After rent reduction, 
they had not only enough rice eat but also 
surplus sell exchange for other necessities. 
Our field inspectors frequently overhear the 
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people joking per cent 
per cent buffaloes’, and per 
etc. these are compliments.

higher price for the landlord. The two parties 
would subsequently Share the difference the 
price over-sold. Also, there were cases where 
the landlord simply refused reduce the rent.

1872, Japanese contingent, under the com- 
mand Tsugumichi Saigo, the pretext that 
some Ryukyu Islanders had been massacred 
the mountain tribes Mao Tan occupied 
the coastal area around Heng Chun the 
southern tip Taiwan for half year. Curfew 
was declared along the coastal area the 
Chinese mainland. Charged with the security

The 
respect showed them was readily reciprocated, 
The amazing progress made Taiwan was 
partly due the able leadership Liu Ming- 
chuan and partly the interest the people 
Taiwan public welfare, their industrious- 
ness, their perseverance and their pioneering 
spirit.

When the 
Japanese swooped down isolated Taiwan, 
the people put such heroic struggle against 
impossible odds that tales their courage are 
still being told today. 

The Japanese occupied Taipei June, 1895.

The Taiwan 
Republic came end with the occupation 
Tainan the Japanese Army and Anping 
the Japanese Navy the month October. 
Taiwan thus became Japanese colony after 
period 220 years part the Chinese 
Empire. 

Prior the outbreak World War the 
Japanese made detailed survey the land 
and the forests, developed the sugar industry 
and aimed raising sufficient revenues 
cover administrative expenses. 1915 Taiwan 


‘had achieved not only economic solvency, but 


was able make annual contribution 
100,000,000 yen the Japanese Government. 

During World War all foreign economic 
enterprises were ousted from Taiwan, that 
all profits accrued the Japanese. Tremendous 
progress was made the textile, machinery, 
pottery and chemical industries. With the out- 
break Sino-Japanese hostilities 1931, 
beginning was made heavy industries 
meet wartime needs. The manufacture alumi- 
num case point, The electric plant 
Sun and Moon Lake, completed 1934, was 
able generate 143,000 kilowatts. The avail- 
ability. cheap and abundant power gave 
tremendous boost the economic prosperity 
Taiwan. regards mining, 
progress was made coal-mining, petroleum- 
mining and the gas industry. 

When war broke out the Pacific, Taiwan

the Japanese conquered Malaya. The economy 
Taiwan was typical that colony.

Lien Heng was born 1878, 
and died 1936 the age When, ac- 
cording the Shimonoseki Treaty, Taiwan 
was ceded Japan, Lien Heng was not yet 
twenty. The loss Taiwan was great 
shock him that vowed devote his life 
writing and took upon himself the responsi- 
bility preserve the literary tradition 
Taiwan. consequently collected all old 
publications Taiwan, Chinese and foreign, 
that could lay his hands on, and delved 
into the native folklore search reference 
material for his: undertaking, After twenty 
years unremitting labor, completed his 
General History Taiwan.” This work, 
published Japan 1919 and containing 
chapters, covered period over 1,000 years 
between the Sui Era and the Sino-Japanese War 
1895. the preface the book, observed 
that long cultural survives, 
there always hope recovering lost ground.

Before the fall 1950 the persecution 
professors was relatively moderate. They were 
not yet required prove their new faith 
action. They did not need, for instanee, haye 
hand the liquidation landlords and so- 
called counter-revolutionaries. But late 
the Communists launched three big movements 
which swept over the mainland throughout the 
next year. These were the Land Reform Move- 
ment, the Campaign 
Revolutionaries, and the Drive Resist America 
and Aid Korea, the Korean war called 
the Reds. These movements were carried 
out violence and all school teachers and 
professors were required participate. The 
test thought action most incisive 
weapon totalitarianism.

Famine, Disease hit Southwest China 


Provinces Southwest China, particularly 
Kweichow and Szechuan, have been affected 
epidemics and famine, according March 
from Communist sources. 

Some reports stated that initial surveys 
local authorities had shown that more than 
35,000 people had been affected famine 
districts Southern Szechuan and Northern 
Kweichow. Forty districts these two prov- 
inces representing quarter the total area 
thc two provinces suffered serious 
drought which was expected reduce harvest 
approximately per cent. 

small-pox and measles were reported 
particularly serious Southern Szechuan and 
Eastern Kweichow. 

This the first time the Communists have 
officially revealed that epidemics were prevalent 
Southwest China. Hitherto, the press and 
radio had acknowledged epidemics only 
Inner Mongolia and six provinces Northern 
and Central China. 


Millions Lost Smuggling 


Fifteen smuggling gangs operating large 
scale the Canton-Shumchun Railway and 
many others conducting illicit trade between 
Hongkong, Macao and Canton the seas have 
been -uncovered the Communist authorities 
recent massive sweep, according 
Chinese report dated March 22.

Similar large-scale smuggling had been active 
over the sea through fishing boats and motor- 
junks plying along the Kwangtung coast and 
the Goods smuggled from Hongkong

26-man smuggling gang, with its command 
post Hongkong and receiving post 
Canton, had been carrying illegal trade for 
several months through corrupting officials 
the South China Sea Transport Bureau.

Kiang, Consul Los Angeles, China Night, March 
22, 1952, the Third California International Flower Show’ 

gives great pleasure address the open- 
night the Third California Inter- 
national Flower Show which appear tonight 
both guest and the official representative 
participating country. 

Throughout the centuries some the dominant 
ideas the Chinese civilization have been con- 
cerned with the satisfactory solution two prob- 
lems: the first the relationship between man 
and man and the second that between man 
and nature. both problems the Chinése had 
long felt that the cultivation the mind should 
more important than the conquest the 
matter. The perfection manhood our view 
lies his ability not only live peace 
with himself and others but also harmonize 
his living with nature itself. This dual concept 
humanism and naturalism has widely 
principal forms Chinese culture such 
our music and painting, philosophy and literature, 
and hardly less our horticulture and 
scape architecture. Thus the Chinese attitude 
towards gardens consider each 
medium through which can cultivate 
his mind commune with nature and treat 
both intimate and integral parts his dwell- 
ing. This also explains why each kind flower 
has been given symbolic medning harmony 
with the personality the one who cultivates 
it. Take, for Chinese orchidaceous 
flowers which several chosen specimens includ- 
ing the famous butterfly orchid (Phalaenopsis 


Formosana) constitute our official exhibit 


this show. The Chinese attributed certain 
species these flowers the qualities refine- 
ment and elegance the character, 
Again find that the peony stands for love 
and affection, the lotus for purity and sacredness, 
the chrysanthemum for joviality and ease, and 
the prunus for perserverance and longevity and 
together they represent the four seasons the 
year.
